The commitments in 1875 were slightly in excess of those of 
the previous year, and during the last two years they have 
further considerably increased, the increment in 1877 over 1876 
being 1,824; including both sexes- The commitments of indi- 
vidual males and females were also larger in 1877 than in 1876 — 
males, 714 ; females, 229. : ■ , 

The number of debtors committed in 1877 were 12 less than 
in the previous year. 

The commitments of male juvenilesun 1877 were 24 in excess 
of the previous year; there was a decrease of 4 in those of 
females, but the individuals in this class increased in 1877, as 
compared with 1876, by 8 males and 2 females. - 

The number of commitments to Bridewells in 1377' was, how- 
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Fifty-sixth Beport of 

Fiity-iwth ever, less by 313 than in 1876. The Reports of the Inspectors- 
Report. General of Prisons for 1875 and 1876 showed a reduction of the 
commitments to these minor prisons in these years. It is there- 
fore satisfactory to observe that the decrease in these commitments 
still continues.

The numbers in custody on the 1st of each month, from January 
to September, in 1877, were higher than on the corresponding 
dates of the previous year. 

The number of commitments in 1877 was, I regret to observe, 
higher than in any year since 1806, and the daily average number 
of prisoners confined higher than in any year since 1857. Yet 
it will be observed, as shown by Table No, 4, that to some Fewpmonsr, 
of the gaols the commitments were very. few in number. In committee to 
Carlow the daily average number in custody, of both sexes, was s ' u ’ 

14, in Sligo 18, in Leitrim 21, in Donegal 29, in Fermanagh 
27, and in Drogheda 20. 

During parts of the year there was no female in custody in 
the prisons of Donegal, King’s county, Longford, Drogheda, 

Meath, and Nenagh.

The convictions in 1S77, at assizes and quarter sessions, of 
prisoners committed during that year, were 6 less than in the 
previous year. But as regards the sexes, there were 39 less 
convictions of males in the former than in the latter year, while 
the female convictions increased by 33. 

The offences in which the increments are chiefly observed are 
— Drunkenness, in which there was an increase over the year 
187U of 1,291 ; Misdemeanants ; and Military offences. 

The number of female misdemeanants was identical in 1878 
and 1877, namely, 5,433. 

I have again to draw attention to the increase in the offence 
of drunkenness, which has been alarmingly on the increase since 
1807, when the commitments for that offence to the county 
and borough gaols only numbered 0,645, whereas in 1877 there 
were 18,837 commitments for this offence, being an increase of 
1,101 as compared with 1876; and it must be remembered that 
these numbers do not include the commitments to bridewells, 
which numbered, in 1877, 

The Inspectors-General of Prisons in their Reports have 
frequently pointed out the little effect repeated short sen- 
tences have, as a deterrent, on habitual drunkards, and the utter 
hopelessness of reforming this class of persons by such means. 
In some eases old offenders are tried and sentenced to a few 
hours imprisonment for this offence while they are in a state 
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of inebriation, ancl they consequently spend most of the time Kjty-nxth 
they are in gaol in bed; and I am informed that they are at Report. 
times discharged while still absolutely under the influence of 
drink. It is, therefore, not astonishing that prison discipline 
has no effect on them for good.

The following tables show in detail the number of commit- 
ments undergone by the prisoners in 1875, 1876, and 1877, 
who had been “committed twenty-one times and upwards" 
from their first commitment in any year. But as the new Prison’s 
Act will permit of an improved discipline being introduced into 
our local prisons, and establish a uniformity of treatment amongst 
the prisoners ; and the removal of long sentenced prisoners to 
large and well constructed prisons, I am in hope that before long 
there will be a sensible reduction in the number of re-commit- 
ments to the gaols of the country.

No noticeable change has taken place in the scholastic teach- 
ing of the inmates of the gaols during the past year. The 
majority of the schools were in connexion with the Board of 
National Education and were inspected by its officers, but in 
many instances tlie instruction imparted has been very limited 
owing to the difficulty of teaching prisoners who are in prison for 
so short periods, as is the case with the majority of those com- 
mitted to local prisons. In justice to some of the teachers 
I am bound to state that I have known prisoners who were quite 
illiterate on commitment, taught to read and write fairly while in 
gaol.

During the year 1877, 209 male and G_2 female juveniles were 
sentenced to he detained in Reformatories on the expiration of 
their gaol sentences : of these 47 males and 24 females were 
from the oity of Dublin, where the number of juvenile offenders 
still continue to be very considerable- During 1877 208 males 
and 60 females were transmitted to Reformatories ; 1 0 boys and 
2 girls under order for Reformatories were still undergoing their 
gaol sentences at the close of the year. 

One boy to be sent to a Reformatory was found insane, and 
sent to a Lunatic Asylum, and in one case the Reformatory sen- 
tence was commutted by the Executive. A boy who had escaped 
in 1876, when on his way to a Reformatory, was recaptured in 
1877, and sent to the school.

Lunatics. 

Under the provisions of the Act 30 & 31 Yic., c. 118, commit- 
ments of dangerous lunatics to gaols are illegal. We regret, how- 
ever, to observe that the law is still sometimes evaded by Justices 
who commit lunatics to gaols for assaults. The Treasury allows 4s, 
per week for the maintenance of insane paupers confined in Dis- 
trict Lunatic Asylums, which is another reason why all such cases 
should be at once transmitted to these institutions. The Law 
Adviser of the Crown, in reference to the commitments of danger- 
ous lunatics to gaols, says : — “ That such committals are illegal 
and unjustifiable, as insane persons should be sent to the district 
asylums under the 10 th section of the Act 30 and 31 Vic., cap. 118.” 
He further adds, “ 1 can see no necessity in these cases for adjourn- 
ment ; warrants issued under that section are mandatory , and must 
be obeyed by ike managers of the asylums, who have no option but 
to admit the insane patients thus placed in their charge." 

Forty-seven lunatics, viz., 36 males and 11 females, were during 
the year 1877 inmates of the county and borough gaols for an 
average period of 29 days each ; of these 5 males and 1 female 
were found insane at Assizes and Quarter Sessions. 



Dietary. 

No alteration has yet been made in the dietary of prisoners 
committed to the local prisons from that approved of by the 
Lord Lieutenant in 1808 and 1872, as set forth in the last Report j 
of the Inspectors-Greneral of Prisons ; but a scale similar to that 
in force in the local prisons in England is now before Parliament, 
and will doubtless be sanctioned for Ireland.

At page 45 in the report of the Inspectors-General of Prisons for 
1866, a lengthened statement is given of the defects of the bride- 
wells in Ireland — a class of prisons which do not exist in any 
other part of the United Kingdom, or on the Continent. 

As the majority of the bridewells will now be closed, it is not 
necessary to remark in this Report on their various defects.

The average annual cost of a prisoner in the county and 
borough gaols for 1877 was £31 12s. J It?., being £1 Os. 6<f. less 
than in the previous year, which is attributable in some degree 
to the higher daily average number in confinement in 1877, and 
to the increase in the amount of industrial labour from which 
profits have been derived. In some gaols the number of priso- 
ners were so few that no industrial labour could be carried on, 
as the inmates were fully occupied in keeping the establishment 
clean and in order.

It will be seen by Table XI. that in 8 gaols the cost per head 
exceeded £50 per annum, in 10 it ranged between £40 and £50, in 
10 between £30 and £40, in 6 between £20 and £30, and in 3 
only below £20. 

The total daily average number of prisoners in custody in the 
county and borough gaols of Ireland amounted in 1877 to 3,003, 
varying from 387 in Belfast gaol to 14 in that of Carlow. For 
these few prisoners 38 gaols with large establishments were main- 
tained, in some of which, as already observed, the staff sometimes 
outnumbered the prisoners in custody.

In some of the gaols the separate system and an improved 
discipline is enforced, but in others, owing to the defects in the 
buildings and the reluctance of local hoards to undertake im- 
provements involving any expenditure, the old evils of associated 
prisons still existed, in which neither discipline, reformation, or 
industry could be carried on; but I trust now that the long 
expected legislation has taken place, and that a new Prisons Act 
is in force, that many of the evils of the old system will be 
removed, and that society at large may ultimately perceive a 
sensible benefit from this wise measure of reform.
